HENRI TEMIANKA, born in Scotland of Polish parents, 
was graduatec from the Curtis Institute in 
Philadelphia as conductor and violinist under 
Arthur Rodzinski and Carl Flesch, after earlier 
studies at the national conservatories of Berlin 
and Paris. In the years that followed, Temianka's 
passionate musical involvement led to a remarkable 
range of achievements as soloist, conductor, and 
later as founder and leader of the celebrated 
Paganini Quartet. He appeared with major orchestras 
throughout Europe and America, under Reiner, 
Monteux, Szell, Barbirolli, Boult, and many others. 
Mr. Temianka, founder and still conductor of the 
California Chamber Symphony, a virtuoso orchestra 
now in its twenty-third season, can be heard on 
numerous recordings as soloist, conductor, and 
quartet leader. His book, "Facing the Music," has 
recently been re-issued in paperback. 





Copland's Pulitzer Prize winning ballet Appalachtan 
Sprtng was written in 1943-44 for the renowned 
American choreographer, Martha Graham. The ballet 
is divided into eight sections which depict a 
rural celebration of spring symbolized by a young 
Shaker couple's marriage in early 19th century 
Pennsylvania. The triadic harmonies and simple 
melody lines make much of this work sound some- 
what familiar to us; however, only one pre-exist- 
ing tune is guoted. This is the Shaker hymn 
"Simple Gifts". In all, Copland weaves an aura 
of the serene beauty, quiet joy, and simple 

faith characteristic of the life and beliefs of 
the Shaker people.
